The conference in Cincinnati attended by more than 1.0C0, Neftro 
trade unionists for the purpose of setting up a National Negro Workers' Co 
covered in a dispatch from New York quoted in the Tass service for Abroad, 
delegates, said this report, had expressed their determination to fight not o: 
the cessation of anti-Negro discrimination, but also for peace and freedom.

Hood, Secretary of the Michigan section of the Automobile Workers’ TU, had 
declared in his opening, speech that the best hopes of the American people ware based 
on an intensified struggle on the pa!rt of Negroes and progressive whites for democ~ 
racy, equality and peace, and he had added; "We are here because many of our free¬ 
doms arc disappearing in the face of the USA's war economics. We utter a warning 
against American reactionary fanaticism and we declare than 15,000,000 American 
Negroes and another 15,000,000 white workers will, united, put on ond to anti-Negro 
discrimination, anti-Semitism and the persecution of people of foreign origin.” 


The resolution passed at the conference, the dispatch went on, had de- 
p ored the fact that more than 15,000,000 American Negroes were deprived of equal 
opportunities as regards employment and wages and had called for the collection of 
1,000,000 signatures to petitions demanding the safeguarding of a just labour hire 
system.^ Other subsidiary resolutions had demanded: (l) the conversion of trade 
unions into "organisations of enlightened and active participants in the fight for 
the freedom of Negroes"; (2) legislation against lynching; (3) the liquidation 
of anti-Negro discrimination; (4) a campaign for the right of Negroes to a dc 
standard of living; and (5) a more active defence of Negroes' rights by thcr 
union movement. '■ 

_Among the speakers during the discussion had been "that outstanding 
for the liberation of Negroes", Paul Rohe son., who had declared that he would 
for his rights "to tra.vol the World and de ma nd that my people be given fro
